al to the profperity of a nation as to an individaal,

we hope that the faith of the ftate will for ever

tain,

“ We make 1fo doubt but the trade and population
of this ftate will have due attention paid to them by the
general aflembly, and hope that the moft liberal laws
may be pafied to encourage merchants,’traders and emi-
grants of ali nations, to take up their refidence among
us, not excluding even thofe called refugees, from this
and the neighbouring ftates; excepting only fuch as,
by the enormity of their crimes, have become the ene-
mies of all focieties. We are very (enfible that many
are under apprehenfion of mifchief from the admiffion
of the refugees, and it muft certainly originate either
fiom timidity, or a bafe felfithnefs ; but we can fee no
foundation for any fuch alarm, as we never dreaded
them when in a Lody, and fupported by the arms of
Great.Britain, we think it weak and abfurd to do fo,
when they fhail be fcattered and fettled among us. In
this cafe, to fear them would be to arguc a want gf
confidence in ourfelves, and a fuppofition, that by their
infinuations, our fellow-citizens could be prevailed on
to embroil this fate, and overturn that liberty, for
which we have expended fo much treafure, and thed fo
niuch blood, The thought of it is too degrading to find
admiffion in our breafts. On the contrary, as numbers
of them are men of probdity, honour and fortune, we
=ave no doubt but their admiffion would gteatly tend to
incteafe the commerce and ftrength of the ftate. On
this occafion, we are actuated as much by humanity as
policy, for we cannot without pain refle@ on the diftrefs
and mifery of fo many of our fellow-citizens, againit
moft of whom no other crime can be deduced, but
a difference of fentiments on a great political quettion.

¢ As to the monies which have been paid into our
treafury by individuals indebted to Britifh merchants,
and which are demanded by the articles of peace, juftice
certainly requires the ftate to pay no more than the va-
lue of the fums when received, fettied by the fcale of
depreciation, and that the balance fhould be made good
by the refpeétive debtors, ’

¢ We recommend a fri® and ready compliance
with all fuch requifitions of Congrefs, as that ho-
nourable body, confiftent with the powers vefted in
the:n by the federal union, fhall make. For by re-
fufals or delays, we not only place Congrefs in a
humiliating and unfavourable point of view in the
eyes of foreigners, but weaken ourfelves as a natiun,
and become contemptible, in the fame degiee that we
wantonly and abfurdly diftrefs the head of our political
exiftence,” 0
